Duo charged ! in cop slaying may face death rap

Two men accused in the 
April 5 slaying of a Columbus 
police officer with his own ser- 


vice revolver could face the © 


death penalty if indicted on an 
aggravated murder charge by 
the Franklin County grand 
jury, said Bill Owen, spokes- 
man for the County Prosecu- 
tor's office. 

“This office is working with 
Columbus police to determine 
whether a murder or aggra- 
vated murder. charge .is 
appropriate,” Owen said. “We 
will present the case to the 

' grand jury in about ten days.” 

Owen said, “The statute of 
aggravated murder requires a 
showing of prior calculation 
and design, or premeditation, 
or commission. of another 
felony.” 

Officer Gordon Joe Rich, 45, 
who joined the police force at 

‘the age of 22, was killed early 
Saturday, April 5 after he 
stopped acar for atraffic viola- 
tion on I-70 west of Rt. 315. 

Officer Rich died of bruised 
kidney and head lacerations. 

Both Robert L. Garison, also 
known as Robert Shaw, 20, of 
810 Wedgewood Dr. Apt. 8 and 
James Lumpkin Rattler, 25, of 
269 Oak St., were wanted for 
other charges when they were

Shiloh breaks ground 
for new credit union 


The Shiloh Baptist Church 
Fedeéral Credit Union is taking 
its place among other estab- 
lished financial institutions of 
Columbus Sunday at 1:30 P.M., 
when the official ground break- 
ing for the new credit union 
home will be held. The building 
will be located at 330-332 
Hamilton Avenue, diagonally 
across the street from Shiloh 
which has housed the Credit 
Union office for 36 of its 39 
years. 

The Shiloh Federal Credit 
Union has the. distinction of 
being the first church banking 
unit in Columbus. The Union is 
a separate entity and subject to 
Federal regulations. 

The new building, 30'x50’ 
will be named “The Samuel D: 
Hooker Building,” in honor of 
its late founder, a meritorius 
‘citizen and businessman of 


Columbus, who was for many 
years chairman of the Shiloh 
Baptist Trustee Board. It was 
under the pastorate of Dr. 
James Wesley Parrish, pastor 
emeritus, that the credit union 
idea was planted and able to 
germinate and flourish. 

The new building will be 
designed by James Mosley, 
Architectural Consultant, of 
the B & M Consulting Company. 

The Credit Union officers 
are: LaRue Keeler, president, 
James Flood, vice president, 
Charlene Taylor, secretary and 
Adolphus Dean, treasurer 
/manager.

However, Espy said that his 
support of.the project was tied 
to the Chamber of Commerce's 
endorsement of a proposed 
“Opportunity Advisory Board” 
which would guarantee that 
minorities participated in the 
development of the project.

munity, Blacks would need a 
strong program to ensure that 
minority businesses were 
receiving contracts on the pro- 
ject; minorities, particularly 
those public assistance, were 
hired into jobs in the busi- 
nesses created by the Center;

According to Espy, this

“This is something local that 
local people can monitor,” 
Espy said, adding, “the broad 
focus of the board is to make 
sure that everybody in this city 
has the chance to participate in 
the 6000 jobs this project is 
going to create.”

In an argument with his 
neighbor over 30 cents, a man 
was shot and killed with a 
handgun April 7, Columbus 
police said. ; 

Milton Miller, 26, who had 
been scheduled April 8 for a 
surgery for the removal of a 
growth on his neck, was pro- 
nounced dead about 3 p.m. at 
Mercy Hospital after being 
shot in the stomach and back. 
' Homicide detectives said 
Miller, of 685-C E. Morrill Ave., 
was walking along Morrill 
Avenue with his two friends 
when Jasper Reeves Jr., 43, of 
674 E. Morrill Ave. Apt. D. 
approached him and demand- 
ed 30 cents, which he said 
Miller had borrowed. 

Police said during the con- 
frontation, Reeves pulled a 
handgun and fired ‘one shot, 
striking Miller in the stomach. 
Miller then staggered a few feet 
and collapsed. Police said

The death ofa cop | 


Gordon Joseph Rich -was 45 
years old when he stopped a car 
carrying two young men. One of 
the young men had an outstand- 
ing-warrant for felonious assault 
against a 15-year-old boy. By the 
time that the events of the early 
morning on April 5 were over, 
Rich was fatally wounded, shot 
in the face by one of the two 
young men, police say. 


Weare always saddened to sée 
the death of a police officer. 
Rich's death demonstrates how 
dangerous the job of an officer is, 


and how fragile the cord which 
joins each officer to the com- 
munity he serves. 

That these two young men 
were Blacks is, of course, Coin- 
cidental. The act of violence 
which took this officer's life 
could have been committed by 
anyone; the perpetrator hap- 
pened to be Black. Lawlessness 
knows 'no color, as we have seen 
repeatedly in Columbus and 
around the world. . ° 

We reach out to the family of 
this officer. We feel their loss, 
and share their pain. 


The schools’ challenge 


The Columbus Public Schools 
are gearing up their efforts to 
pass a 7.94 school levy. The levy 
is expected to raise approxi- 


mately $20 million to support the _ 


almost 70,000 students in the city 
schools. 

Black students make up more 
than 44 percent of those schools, 
and thus, Black parents are 
going to be a critical part of the 
efforts to pass the school levy. 

We believe that there is, in the 
Black community, a strong 
ambivalence about the direction 
which ‘has been taken by the 
school system. We find Black 
parents. often concerned about 
things like the allegations of 
inordinate discipline against 
their children; the effects of 
desegregation; and the general 
quality of the public schools. 


The school system has a great. 


challenge. It must demonstrate 
-to Black parents that it is con- 


cerned about the future of Black 
children -- not only in general, 
but particularly. lt must demon- 
strate that the desegregated 
school system is providing 
increasing opportunity for all 
children, including Black child- 
ren, It must demonstrate that itis 
sensitive to the concerns that 
many Black parents face. 

We encourage the school sys- 
tem, in the upcoming weeks 
before the May 6 levy, to clearly 
define its vision for the education 
of Black children. It is not 
enough to speak of the educa- 
tion of all children; because 
Black children must confront an 
entirely different set of circum- 
stances than middle-class white 
children. 

We are confident that the 
Columbus public schools will 
enunciate this vision. We are 
looking forward to their efforts 
over the next few weeks. 


Help for troubled teens 


Do you know a teenager whois 
failing in school, or skipping 
school repeatedly? Who is sud- 
denly suffering loss of appetite 
or sleep? Who always seems to 
lack energy? Who has red or 
swollen eyes, dilated pupils, a 
dull attitude or a chronic cough? 

While we often think of these 
warning signals of drug abuse, 
they-also-might reflect-an-emo- 
tional problem, according to the 
American Academy of Child 
Psychiatry (AACP). During May, 
which is Mental Health Month, 
the AACP and the National 
Council of Community Mental 
Health Centers are trying to 
prompt all of us to pay more 
attention to the mental and emo- 
tional health of our teens. 

The teenage years are a 
vulnerable time for all children, 
but for some they are not only 
painful, but fatal. The AACP 
reports the following statistics: 

*Among young people 15-24, 
the leading causes of death are 
accidents, homicides, and 
suicides--all of which are 
strongly linked to drug and 
alcohol abuse. Death rates in 
this age group have gone up 
significantly in the past 20 
years. 

*Ten to twenty percent of all 
teens are.probiem drinkers.

Civil rights holocaust: 
A blind love affair

The advent of the 1986 General Election forces the Republican Party, 
On a political quest,to.retain-controt-etthe United’ States Senate: On the 
other hand, the Democratic Party finds itself in the dubious position of 
fending off a NeoNazist taint, resulting from the natiofial recognition 
afforded their Lt. Governor and Secretary of State candidates in the 
State of Illinois. | wonder, however, if the Republican Party is willing to 
take some new directions to exploit this Democratic Party Paradox. 

Some people claim, As the farmers go, so go the electians.” If thereis 
any truth in this adage, then conventional wisdom says that the comment 
of former Governor Christopher S. (Kit) Bond, Missouri Republican U.S. 


Senatorial candidate, portend a disaster for the Republican Party in 
November. 


"\.. There are areas where it hurts to be identified with the Party in 
power,” said Bond. “Agriculture is certainly one of them. Because (in) 
Agriculture; you can't win them all... There’are problems that are related 
to weather. They are related to foreign competition. They are related to 
high interest rates. They go back to Carter's grain embargo of the late 
'70s-that killed our international markets.” = 

Bond's comments suggest that the Republican Party should actively 
pursue Black Americarrvotes;-te-dilute the negative impact of the farm 
vote. Several Republican governors have told me that the Republican 
Party is sincerely interested in capturing the Black vote, so my idea is not 
a farfetched proposal. 

In a recent Philddeiphia, Pa. television show, U.S. Representative 
William H. Gray II! (Democrat) highlighted the issues important to 
Blacks in his Philadelphia district. Bond echoed many of Gray's remarks, 
when asked to give the key issues in Missouri's Black community.

had, has been unemployment...All of us are concerned when Black 
teenagers are facing 40-50 percent unemploynient: One of the things | 
did in Missouri was to establish, on the model of Pete duPont's "Jobs for 
Delaware's Graduates,”,..Jobs for Missouri's Graduates”...We made a 
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lot of progress in helping young people, primarily minority young people 
in the metropolitan areas, get ready for the job market.” 


Although Bond had addressed some black issues, he had not dispelled 
the criticism that Republican candidates avoid blue collar Black Ameri- 


can iussues. | Challenged. him to reveal what he is doing for the Biack 
working man. 


“We try to help-him and his kids get jobs," said Bond. “(We) pushed for 
enterprise zones to bring business to areas of high unemployment 
While it is available throughout the state, its primary first use has been in 
the urban areas. (In) St. Louis, we established the first enterprise zone 
and brought the jobs baek to where the people are. These are things that 
folks are-interested in. We (try) hard to give them employment 
opportunities." ~ 

Nevertheless, Republican candidates need to go into the working 
Class and poor Black neighborhoods, to personally listen to and interact 
with the people, to gain first hand’ knowledge of issues the Black com- 
munity perceives to be important. Bond-was asked if he planned to take 
his campaign to Missouri's Black neighborhoods. 


“Sure! Sure! That is what | did as governor,” replied Bond. "! was there 
! went to the functions. | met the people. | went to the “Projects.” | went to 
the places where the folks are, to talk with them about their needs. And | 
expect to be able to continue to do so.” 


Clearly Bond represents a new generation of Republican Party candi- 
dates who want to be responsive to the Black community. In situations 
like the current Illinois Democratic Party schism caused by two-right 
wing. “LaRouche” candidates grabbing statewide nominations, the 
Black community must back nonextremist Republican candidates to 
prevent a resurgence of American racial segregation.

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A cloud for Celeste? 


It was asmall cloud on the horizon, about the 
proverbial size of aman’s hand. But the momen- 
tary defection of Cleveland city councilwoman 
Fannie Lewis to the camp of former Gov. James 
A. Rhodes, demonstrates that even small 
clouds can well up and rain sometime. 


For those who are not from Cleveland, Lewis 
was upset with Gov. Celeste after several Ohio 
Department of Transportation workers were 
suspended for working on her campaign on 
state time. At the time, Lewis said she sought a 
meeting with fhe governor, and he refused. 

Cuyahoga County Republi- 
can Chairman Robert Hughes 
predicted after the Lewis defec- 
tion that there would be 
“wholesale defections” from 
the Celeste team. \ 

But within three days, Lewis 
was back on board. The gover- 
nor agreed to meet with her and 
Officials of their ward club. 
Lewis ascribed the whole prob- 
lem to “bad communications.” 

The Lewis incident highlights 
what remains a continuing 
problem with the Celeste for- 
ces. Many Blacks in the cam- 
paign have expressed concerns 
about their role in the Demo- 
cratic coalition. 

In Cincinnati, several local 
ministers rained on the Celes- 
tial parade about their belief 
that the Ohio Democratic Party 
had-not done enough to help 
former Municipal Judge Nadine 
Allen to hold her judicial seat. 


In Dayton, concerns were expressed about 
the forced resignation of Dr. Minnie Fells John- 
son from the Department of Mental Retardation 
and Developmental Disabilities and the lack of 
hiring of Blacks in key departmental slots by her 
successor, Rebert Brown.

When the potential of the young is choked, 
novelist James Agee once wrote, we are witness 
to the most brutal, the ghastiliest, of all-crimes. 
And, added Agee, every time we acquiesce in 
the assumption that this brutality isinevitable, 
we are accomplices to murder. 

Today, that ghastliest of crimes may also be 
the commonest of crimes: A quarter of the stu- 
dents who enter America's high schools leave — 
before they graduate. We lose them--to drugs 
and despair,.to hunger, to poverty, to suicides. 


One million every year. They 
become lost causes. We say 
they “failed.” 


| would suggest that it is we 
who have failed. We have, for 
far too long, taken refuge in the 
assumption that this tragic 
waste of youthful potential is 
just a part of “the way things 
are”--and the way things will 
be. This fatalism goes against 
the American grain, runs coun- 
ter to our heritage of hope. | 
think we need to reclaim that 
heritage. And. | am convinced 
we can. 


My conviction springs from 
my knowledge that the elected 
representatives to our NEA 
Annual Meeting this past 
summer launched a campaign 
against illiteracy and promised 
an unrelenting assault on the 
dropout syndrome. At that 
meeting, more than 7,500 
delegates--representing their 
education colleagues all across 


this nation--spoke as one. And with one voice, 
they pledged their support for a program that 
promises to help cut the student dropout rate in 
half by 1990. 


That initiative will earmark $1.7 million--one 
dues dollar from each of our 1.7" million 
members--to begin building a permanent 
warchest against scholastic failure. We will 
devote $700,000 of this warchest to Operation 
Rescue, our new grant program to combat the 
dropoutand illiteracy problems. Operation 
Rescue will fund projects that have been 
designed and developed at the local level by 
local classroom teachers. 

The remaining $1 million in NEA’'s warchest 
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Operation Rescue, operation hope 


against failure will begin an endowment that 
will make educational excellence grants availa- 


ble to teachers for years to come. All these 
grants will be administered by NEA’s National 
Foundation for the Improvement of Education 
(NFIT 

As a first step, we in NEA and NFIE plan to 
spend the current school year mapping out our 
campaign illiteracy and dropouts, encouraging 
NEA members:to develop programmatic solu- 
tions. Then, beginning in the fall of 1986, we will 


fund the best of these solutions 
and turn them into rescue pro- 
jects, at all grade levels, that 
can serve as models for com- 
munities throughout America. 

This is not a program for 
NEA. This is a program for 
America. That is why | am pub- 
licly asking for the support of all 
our nation's citizens. | would 
like to see all of America’s 
communities seriously address 
the tragedy of the dropout prob- 
lem. I'd like to see new Coali- 
tions formed that can help kids 
Stay in school--and return to 
school if they've left. 

I'd like all Americans to 
impress upon their communi- 
ties the economic, social and 
political implications of the 
dropout problem. I'd like to see 
each and every community in 
this nation understand that 
there is no problem with more 
tragic consequences. 

| am also asking every other 
education organization in 
America tojoin usin this strug- 


gle against academic failure. | am asking them 
to match our effort, member for member and 
dollar for dollar. 

And | am asking the U.S. Departments of 
Education, Health and Human Services and 
Labor to meet us halfway, to give teachers the 
assistance they need to cut America’s dropout 
rate in half by 1990. 

Is this goal ambitious? it certainly is. Lofty? 
Yes. But realistic. Necessary. Imperative. : 
Because \fundamentally, what's at stake is 
America’s! children--their learning, their grow- 
ing, their lives. What's at stake, in short, is Amer- 
ica’s hope, the hope that's kindled and 
rekindled by the wonder in a child’ voice and 
the promise in a child's eyes.

There is also 
the Jesse Owens’ Foundation, 
which was established:in 1980 fol- 
lowing his death. The Foundation 
seeks out and aSsists high school 
graduates who exemplify the 
humanitarian spirit embodied: by 
Jesse owens. The Foundation, a 
non-profit, charitable organiza- 
tion is supported by qorporations, 
foundations and individual contri- 
butions. Its members and Board of 
Directors represent various inter- 
ests and professions across the 
United States and around the 
world. Jesse's widow, Mrs. Ruth 
Owens (of Phoenix, Arizona) 
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JESSE OWENS moved with his 
family to Cleveland, Ohio as a small 
boy and started gaining national 
attention at age 13 when he became 
the first junior high schoo! boy ever 
to clear six feet in the high jump and 
leap 22 feet in the broad jump. Four 
years later, at the National inter- 
scholastic School Meet in Chicago, 
he ran the 100-yard dash in 9.4 
seconds and equalled the worid 
record of 20.7 seconds in the 220- 
yard dash. He continued to rewrite 
the books at Ohio State University.
